(a) About the Book: 

This book, ‘Learning English for Class IX’ of the ‘Learning English’ series of text-books has been 
prepared by the West Bengal Board of Secondary Education on the basis of the recommendations of the 
Education Commission headed by Dr. Ashok Mitra and the Govt. Order No. 458 Edn. (P) dated 30th 
May, 94. 

This book is revised and redesigned to help the learners to pick up the communicative skills in 
English Language. A good amount of reading matter has been introduced in the text-book (both prose 
and poetry) to give the learners some practice in reading. There are also exhaustive exercises (tasks) that 
will help the learners to develop the four skills of Language learning viz—listening, speaking, reading + 
and writing. l 

The Lessons are, needless to say, language function based—mostly a revision of the functions that 
have already been taught in the previous classes. 

The text-book is, once again, learner-centred where the teacher’s role should be mainly that of a 
facilitator or a guide. In the exercises given, there is enough scope for the learners to work in groups or 

in pairs or even individually as.the classroom situation permits. 

The passages are not necessarily intended to be read out and explained by the teacher. Silent reading 
is most important and valuable at this stage and yet allegedly neglected. It is essentially vital that the 
teacher guides his students to make an effort to read and comprehend on their own, 

Each reading passage is followed by four major areas of language learning. Section A:— 
Comprehension; Section B:—Vocabulary; Section C:—Grammar in use or Language study and 
Section D:—Writing. A variety of tasks are given for the development of the skills. Yet, there is ample ; 


scope for an innovative teacher to supplement those tasks with similar ones to give the learners some stint 
of extra practice. There is a revision lesson at the end which may also be helpful in this regard, 
(b) How to use the Book: 

Before starting each lesson, you should spend two or three minutes everyday to turn the Learners’ 
background knowledge to account so far as the lesson of the day is concerned. This will stimulate the 
students’ urge to learn further. You ought to help the learners to read the text confidently and efficiently 
Reading aloud some portions (particularly poems) may be necessary, but eventually, the learners should 

better be initiated into silent reading. Focus has been given on writing, which is very important yet most 
neglected. The learners ought to be allowed to work on their own or in pairs or in groups as the classroom 
situation permits. Your role as a teacher would be to move around helping the learners and acting as a 
facilitator or a consultant. You ought to insist on some writing at the end of each lesson, either 5 the 
same day or the next. Writing is an important component in the process of Language learning and 
communicating. In order to ensure fewer mistakes, the tasks may be discussed and dealt with in a f 
or pairs before the learners are asked to write independently. Self-correction or peer-correcti Sar 
done in the class only through the teachers’ guidance.

Jute is almost entirely an Indian crop but it is cultivated on a large scale in 
Bangladesh, Pakistan, Brazil, Mexico, Japan, China, U. A. R., Argentina, Indonesia, 
Iran, etc. So great is its economic value that about four million farming families are 
engaged.in the cultivation of Jute in India. As an industrial crop it is quite cheap and 
in importance it is only next to cotton. The things made from Jute are also eco-friendly. 


Jute is used mainly for rough weaving. Various types of bags, wool, ropes, sacks 
and covers are made from jute. The superior, long and glossy fibres are used for making 
carpets, twine, curtains, cloth, etc. Jute butts, i.e., short fibres and pieces from the lower 
ends of the stalks are used in paper making. The white stalks are used widely in rural 
areas as fuel and material for walling or fencing. 


Being a rainy season crop, jute thrives well in moist-heat. It can be grown in any 
part of the tropics and sub-tropics, provided that the soil is deep enough, rainfall is well- 
distributed and temperature is favourable. 


Jute seeds are very small; for this, jute requires a clean and clod-free seedbed. 
Therefore, the land is ploughed and cross-ploughed several times (five to six times at 
least). After each operation the clods are broken up with a beam or a ladder. All weeds 
are removed preferably by raking. Additional manuring is not required in soils receiving 
fresh silt every year or in soils well-manured for crop preceding jute. In other soils, 
manure is generally used before sowing during the preparation of the land.

to ensure uniformity. Now-a-days line-sowing by seed drills has been greatly adopted.

The bundles are then taken to a ditch, pond or tank 
and dipped in the water for retting. Retting is a micro-biological process by which the 
fibre gets loosened from the stem. After retting is complete, the stalks are stripped. The 
separated fibre is then rinsed and piled on the ground. Finally, strands are opened out, 
hung up in the sun to dry and tied into bales and made ready for the market.

So, when I came to my senses, I suddenly understood how silly human 
beings were.
